Much better than 
many of us had dared to hope. The 
high idealism that was fundamental 
in the charter of the now-defunct 
League of Nations is absent in the 
U.N. Charter. But the failure of the 
League, still fresh in thé memory of 
the world, has done much to spur 
statesmen to more earnest effort ir 
facing the problems for which worl 
organizations are created. 

Perhaps it is wrong to say that the 
League of Nations failed. It may 
be much nearer to the truth to say 
that the member nations of the 
LLague failed to take seriously enough 
the fulfillment of the treaty obigation 
contracted by them under the League 
Charter, 

General disarmament was one of 
ti.ese; but we did witness in the early 
40s the beginning of a general arma. 
ment race among League members 
as well as others. League members 
failed to take seriously enough the 
means open to them to restrain na- 
tions that engaged in territorial ex- 
pansion programs by conquest of 
weaker nations, 

But in the final analysis, death 
sentenee was pronounced on the Lene 
gue, and a new World Organization 
was formed because one of the major 
powers of the world had seen fit to 
play political football wit! this iin- 
portant question ‘of adherence to the 
League of Nations, and thus became 
“isolationist” towards the Leaguc’s 
efforts to maintain peace, 

Nothirz has been achieved by the U 
N that could not have been quite as 
well done under the old Leaguc’s 
charter, but a new world organiza. 
tion gave ti:at same 
country” a chance “to save its face” 
and at the same time play the part of 
leading advocate and power in the 
new U.N, 

There is real cause for rejoicing in 
the achievement of this new warld 
organization during the past year. A 
strong ray of hope is shining through 
the clouds which have wrapped ou 
world in darkness, fear and chaos, 

The Security Council of the U.N. 
dealth with a number of vexing 
problems last year: The dispute ‘bo- 
tween Russia and Iran; the one aris- 
ing from the presence of British 
troops in Greece and Indonesia; Brit- 
ish and French troops in Syria and 
Lebanon. It also examined the ac- 
cusation that Franco Spain is an im- 
mediate threat to world peace, 

Parties to the dispute were ‘brought 
together and solutions were found, or 
sought in mutual settlement, not by 
force, Herein lies the hope of the 
world. Peaceful negotiations eliminat? 
the aftermath of bitterness and ill- 
wil] that force produces and which 
‘eventually results in more wars. 

The general assembly of the 51 
United Nations is to meet in the near 
future. Here, in this “town meeting 
of the World,” the nations are given 
the opportunity to tell their problems 
to one anoher and talk them out i 
open meeting. The assembly had 
“power to discuss problems and make 
mecommendations” to the various 
councils, ‘ 

The 18 member Economic and So- 
cia} Council (Ecosoc), one of the six 
principal organs of the U.N Onganizay 
tion, faces the most difficult task in 
the world today. Its effort should go 
far in creating conditions for a peace. 
ful world, 

They will deal with the problems 
of repatriation and resettlement of 
war refugees; the homeless without 
means of sutsistence when UNRRA 
ceases to exit; reconstruction of de- 
vasted areas; prevention of epi- 
demics, 7 

In the economic field ECOSOC will 
fe concerned with the removal of 
trade ‘barriers, tariff problems; ex 
change control; quotas; catel are 
rangements to be smashed etc,

: Sixty Years Of Progress 


THIS YEAR MARKS THE SIXTIETH ANNIVERSARY of the found- 
ing of the Experimental Farm system in Canada, and in observation of this 
milestone tributes have come from all parts of the country to the work 
which has been carried on in the interests of agriculture for over half a 
century. When the system was inaugurated in 1886, the position of Cana- 
dian agriculture was far from prosperous, The great wheat-growing areas 
of the West had not yet been developed, sixty thousand acres in the Red 
River Valley being the only wheat crop sown in the West at that time. In 
the whole of Canada only 45 million acres were then under cultivation, as 
compared with 174 million acres today. Exports of wheat in 1886 amounted 
to 3,500,000 bushels, nearly all of that being from Ontario, while we now 
export nearly 300,000,000 bushels, mostly from the Prairie Provinces.

the The founding of the Experimental Farm sys- 
Brilliant Work. tem in Canada inevitably brings to mind the 
work of the noted scientist, Dr, William Saun- 
Of Dr. Saunders ders, who was the first superintendent. Dr. 
Saunder’s brilliant work in plant breeding, which led to the discovery of 
Marquis and other varieties of wheat suitable for the climate of Western 
Canada, is well known. As a direct result of his studies the Canadian West 
became one of the great wheat-producing areas of the world, and Canadian 
agriculture as a whole advanced rapidly. Dr. Saunder’s work was not con- 
cerned entirely with wheat, but extended to problems connected with the 
growing of trees, shrubs, fruits and vegetables in regions where the climate 
was not considered favourable for their cultivation. He had much success 
in introducing varieties of plants which could be successfully grown on the 


Prairies and in northern regions.

The tradition established by Dr. Saunders has 
been carried on, and the Dominion Experimental 

Farms continue to make a valuable contribution 
Been Upheld to the progress of agriculture in all parts of the 
country. The importance of scientific knowledge in dealing with farm 
problems has been proven many times, and the Experimental farms help 
to keep before the farmers the most up-to-date knowledge on methods of 
dealing with plant and animal diseases, new breeds of plants, the latest 
developments in agricultural engineering, and countless.other matters re- 
lated to farm work. Plans are now under way to further expand the work 
of the Experimental Farms throughout the Prairie Provinces, in connection 
with soil drifting, the use of new varieties of crops and the use of the 
latest cultural methods. This service, inaugurated sixty years ago, has 
indeed been of great value both to agriculture and to the country as a 
whole for, in the words of Dr. E. S. Archibald, superintendent of the 
Dominion Experimental Farms: “Without a prosperous agriculture there 
can be no prosperous urban community.”

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WATER FOR CATTLE 

Average Cow Needs Ten To rere 
Gallons Of Water Per Day 

Veterinary authorities state that | 
for the highest production of milk 
the importance of a continuous sup- 
ply of drinking water for the cows 
cannot be over-estimated. Experi- 
ments in Canada, United States, Bri- 
tain and other countries have shown: 
that milk production was higher from 
cattle with water available to them 
throughout the day than from cattle; 
which had access to water only once 
or twice a day. 

It is estimated that the average 
|cow needs from 10 to 15 gallons of 
water per day. High producing cat- 
tle, such as those producing, say, 10 
gallons cf milk per day, may con- 
sume up to 30 gallons of water per 
day. Where dry feed, such as hay or 
chaff and concentrates, is being fed, 
the cows would take 10 to 15 gal- 
lons of water as such, However, 
where the cows are on pasture and} 
quantities up to 130 pounds are 
known to be eaten, water would be! 
taken in smaller amounts. One hun- 
dred and thirty pounds of pasture 
would probably contain about nine 
jor ten gallons of water. If silage 


were fed, 50 pounds of that material 
| ote probably contain about 
| 


3% 


gallons of water.

Q.—What are the numbers of the 
meat and butter coupons in ration 
book No, 5 to be declared invalid 
on August 31st? 

A.—Meat coupons M-40 to M-50 
and butter coupons R-10 to R-17 be- 
come invalid for the purchase of 
these commodities after August 31st. 
“Beaver” and “Buffalo” coupons, 
issued to members of the armed 
forces and other temporary ration 
card holders, will not be affected by 


the change and all sugar coupons wil! 


remain valid until further notice. 
—_o— 

Q.—I heard thé sugar ration was 
to be increased for the balance ot 
this year, By how much is the sugar 
ration to be increased? 

A.—There will be an increase of 
three pounds per person in the in- 
dividual sugar ration for the re- 
mainder of this year. The increase 
to consumers will boost the individual 
ration to 31 pounds of sugar for the 
year. The 10 pounds of canning 
sugar is in addition to this and 
makes a total allotment of 41 
pounds per person.

Q.—I am a farmer's wife and make 
butter for our own use only. Is it 
necessary to make a report to the 
Local Ration Board on the amount of 
butter used? 


A.—All dairy butter producers 
(other than authorized butter re- 
porters) must register with their 
respective Local Ration Boards even 
if the butter they produce is used in 
their own households and is not sold.

Q.—What coupons will be used for 
the purchase of meat when the “M” 
coupons in ration book No. 5 are all 
used? 

A.—The spare “Q" coupons in book 
five will be declared valid for the 
purchase of meat after August 22nd. 
These “Q” coupons will be used un- 
til the coupons in ration book No. 6 
become valid on September 19th.

Contact Herbicides. These chem- | golden eagle.

the soil for at least two years. 
Sodium chlorate, which is commonl 
applied in the form of “Atlacide’, 
is the best known example. This 
type of herbicide is invaluable for 
use on roadsides, railway rights-of- 
way, along fence lines and ditches, 
and for relatively small patches of 
perennial weeds.@ It is, however, 
too expensive for use in controlling 
weeds over large areas. 

Selective Chemicals. If properly 
applied these chemicals will destroy 
certain broad-leaved annual weeds 
without harming the crop plants. 
Dilute sulphuric acid has been 
used for this purpose for many 
years; but it is now superseded by 
a preparation of sodium dinitro- 
cresol, which is effective in control- 
ling wild mustard, stinkweed, and 
certain other annuals.

More farmers apparently benefited according to 
Section 29 of the line elevators’ brief: 


“On August 24, 1942, the association again wrote 
the commissioner of Income Tax a letter calling 
his attention to the correspondence exchanged 
with im on the subject of patronage dividends 
commencing with the association’s letter of No- 
vember 17, 1941,. pointing out that several ele. 
vator companies had been ob'iged to meet the 
competition of the Pools by making payments 
of the nature of patronage dividend and conclud- 
ing with the folloWing paragraph: 


Farmers delivering to the “several elevator 
companies” can now understand the unusual 
practice of the line companies paying patronage 
dividends, 


“ ‘As your department fas had this matter 
before it now for some months we would 
appreciate it iz1eatly if you would advise us 
as to whether or not you have reached the 
point of issuing a ruling which,we could pass 
on to our member companies.’ ” 


And Section 32: 


“On October $1, 1942 the association interviewed 
the minister of finance and laid before him fig- 
ures showing te extent to which patronage 
dividend payments were paid out of money 
which otherwise would have gone to the goverm 
ment in taxes and advised the minister that a 
number of the ‘ine companies had been forced 
during the current year to pay patronage divi- 
dends in order to meet the Pool competition.” 


Payment of patronage dividends by line 
companies is so unheard of that thep thought 
Abid the Minister of Finance should know about 
it. 


The line elevators feel that they have made an exhaustive effort to have the Pools taxed and that 
nothing has been left undone that might achieve that end. 


Section 51 states that: 

“After six years of unremitting effort on the 
part of the association and its members the Pools 
are stil] enjoying practical immunity from tax- 
ation bearing so heavily on their competitors and 
will continue to do so for as long as the failure 
to enforce the law is permitted to continue.”
